sition carried the majority of votes 
by small margins, 
Bankers in

the county saw in the tabulated re­ 
turns made public by W alter W il­ 
son, of Milton, chairman 
of 
the 
committee 
appointed 
to 
conduct 
the balloting, 
a 
moral 
victory in 
that the margin of victory for the 
opposition was so slight th a t they 
felt the Federal Reserve board would 
not change the rate. 
The movement to lower th« in ­ 
terest rate by one per cent was in ­ 
augurated at the bankers’ meeting 
in Philadelphia. July 12. 
laical Attorney D ads Protest 
As soon as the movement 
was 
proposed by the larger banks of the 
state, Adams county bankers in ­ 
augurated 
an 
opposition 
move 
whicli quickly gained the support 
of many bankers throughout 
the 
state. 
W. Clarence Sheely, Esq., repre­ 
senting the Adams county bankers, 
carried the fight to the floor of the 
meeting and in a spirited address 
cited the reasons 
why the Adams 
county bankers were opposed to the 
reduction of the interest rate. 
Mr. Sheoly’s address struck a h a r­ 
monious chord among the country 
bankers, who conducted such a vig­ 
orous opposition against the move 
that a vote of the bankers of the 
state was ordered. 
T he results were revealed by Mr. 
Wilson today to Edmund W. Thom ­ 
as, president of the First National 
bank here. 
Resolution No. I: "The rescind­

of interest." The vote: 391 for; 329 
against, and 14 not voting. 
Margin of Vote Only 7 
Resolution No. 2: "That the m axi­ 
mum rates to be observed by banks 
throughout the third Federal Re­ 
serve district should be two per cent 
on savings deposits as to which no­ 
tice of withdrawal may bt* required; 
two and one-half per cent interest 
[on savings accounts as to which 
[thirty days or more notice Is actu­ 
ally required; two and one-half per 
cent on time certificates of deposit, 
payable one year or more after 
date; and on time certificates of 
deposits payable: 31 days to three 
months, one-half per cent; 
four 
months to six months, three-quar­ 
ters per cent; seven months to nine 
months, one per cent; ten mon His 
to eleven months, one and one-quar­ 
ter jM i* cent; time deposits, open ac­ 
count, one per cent and postal sav­ 
ings deposits one and one-quarter 
par cent. The vote* was 377 for and 
370 against, with seven not voting.

ana. 
The Louisiana legislature handed 
the pawers to Senator Long in the 
early hours today amidst a welter of 
parliamentary* confusion, marked by 
exclusion of newspaper representa­ 
tives from the house; sluggings in 
the lobby; fist-fights on the floor, 
and arrests in various parts of the 
state house. 
Uproar and disorder such as has 
seldom been witnessed in Louisiana’s 
always tumultuous legislature filled 
the closing hours of th e assembly 
which Senator Long called to enact 
legislation 
broadening 
his powers 
over elections, the courts, national 
guard and the local city and parish 
governments throughout the state. 
Then the legislature adjourned. 
Equipped with the broad powers

prepared, to 
launch

new offensive 
against the New Orleans city gov­ 
ernment—with whom he is already 
at armed war—by invoking the legis­ 
lative Investigation 
aimed 
at the 
regime of Mayor T. Semes Walmsley 
who defeated the Long-picked can­ 
didate in last January’s municipal 
election, and at the New Orleans 
civil courts. 
The inquiry will be conducted by 
a committee of four state senators 
and five representatives, granted the 
powers of a court and unlimited as 
to scope and extent.

Farnsworth's IIF Advised Charge in Battle 
Of 
Qettysburg,Which Carried 
Untimely Death, Is Reviewed by Historians 


Though Ile Doubted Move, He Led His Mounted Troops Over 
Unsuited Ground on Bushman Farm and Blum Hun 
Valley After Tense Moment With Kilpatrick; 
Story Told by William C. Storrick.

LON JOHN FARNSWORTH, the 
chit I actor in 
this narrative, 
was born at Green Oak, Michigan, 
on July 30. 1837, and it wos there 


I he received his early education. In 
1850 tile family moved to Rockton, 
Illinois, and in 1855 he entered the 
University of Michigan, where he 
remained until 
in the winter 
of 
1857-1858 when he left college to 
join General 
Albert S. Johnston’s 
Utah expedition against the Mor­ 
mons as a forage-master. 
In 1861 
he hastened home to join the Eighth 
Illinois cavalry, 
which his uncle 
Colonel John 
F. 
Farnsworth, or­ 
ganized in September, 1861; 
this 
regimen: participated in the battle 
of Gettysburg and had the distinc­ 
tion of firing the opening shot of 
the battle on the first day. 
At Gettysburg it was in command 
of Major John L. Beveridge, and 
was a fa rt of Gamble’s brigade of 
Buford’s 
division, 
cavalry 
corps, 
army of the Potomac. 
When the 
company he joined w-as organized. 
EJlon J. 
Farnsworth 
became first 
lieutenant and regimental adjutant, 
and on Christmas day, 1861, he was 
made a captain. 
In the following 
two years, which covered the pen­ 
insular campaign, it has been said 
of him that he never missed a bat­ 
tle or skirmish—forty-one in all— 
in which his regiment participated. 
Appointed Aide-de-Camp 
In the 
spring of 1863 he 
was 
commended by General Pleasanton 
for gallant service in the field and, 
soon after was apppointed by him 
aide-de-camp on his staff for ef­ 
ficient service as acting chief quar­ 
termaster

On June 29, 1863, Farnsworth was 
promoted from captain to brigadier 
general. United States volunteers, 
in Kilpatrick’s division, army of tht» 
Potomac, and as such participated

1863, and at Gettysburg on July 3, 
1863.

“Generals Kilpatrick 
and Farnsworth, both dismount­ 
ed, were engaged in conversation 
as I approached. General Farns­ 
worth, 
addressing me, said 
in 
substance: 
‘General 
Kilpatrick 
thinks that there Is a fair chance 
to make a successful charge. You 
have been 
up in 
front all day; 
what do you think?’ 
Before I 
could speak, General Kilpatrick 
broke 
in, 
saying, 
‘The 
whole 
Rebel army is in full retreat. 
I 
have just heard from the right, 
and our cavalry there is gobbling 
them up by the thousands. All we 
have to do is to charge, and the 
enemy will thrown down 
their 
arms 
and

stroyed by the huge rocks cover­ 
ing I he ground 
between us and 
the enemy’s lines. 
I closed by 
saying. ’General Kilpatrick, in my 
opinion, no successful charge can

our front.’ General Kilpatrick was 
evidently annoyed, not to say a n ­ 
gered, at my remarks. 
Ile did not 
attem pt to conceal his displeasure, 
yet he failed to challenge the ac­ 
curacy of any part of my state­ 
ment ot 
tact. 
General Farns­ 
worth was a listener during this 
conversation with Kilpatrick.” 
’‘Then General Farnsworth re­ 
quested me to accompany him for 
a further observation and exami­ 
nation of the field, position of the 
enemy, etc. The General made a 
careful inspection of the position 
of the enemy, of the field covered 
with large stones and boulders, 
stopping frequently to make a 
careful and minute examination, 
both going and returning. * • * 
When the General had completed 
his examination of all the con­ 
ditions, and we were returning to 
Kilpatrick’s 
headquarters, 
he 
turned and said, 'Major. I do not 
see the slightest chance for a suc­ 
cessful charge.’ I fully acquiesc­ 
ed in his conclusion. Kilpatrick 
arose as we came up, and General 
Farnsworth explained conditions 
as he had found them, calling a t­ 
tention to the leading facts, and 
briefly summarized the situation 
and 
expressed

conclusions. 
General Farnsworth and I were 
.sitting on our horses side by side. 
General Kilpatrick replied: ‘Gen­ 
eral Farnsworth, well, somebody 
can charge.’ Ile did not say that

General Farns­ 
worth's set lips turned white al­ 
most instantly as the sting of the 
insult seemed to burn into hts very 
soul. 
There was a short pause fol­ 
lowing these words. No language of 
mine ran convey a picture of the 
tension of that moment of alienee. 
As General Farnsworth straight­ 
ened up, every fiber of his being 
seemed rigid. Fearing results that 
might follow, and anxious to ar­ 
rest General Farnsworth’s atten­ 
tion before he could speak or aet, 
I kicked his foot three or four 
times with my boot, but failed to 
attract his attention or divert it 
to the extent I intended. The ni­ 
le rue 
was 
broken 
by 
General 
Farnsworth, who replied, ‘General 
Kilpatriek, if anybody can charge, 
we can, sir.’ ’’ 
Captain II. C. Parsons of the First 
Vermont cavalry, who took an ac­ 
tive part in Farnsworth’s charge, 
and who has written an interesting 
account of it which is given in 
“Battles and Leaders,” says: 
“I was near Kilpatrick when he 
impetuously gave the order to 
Farnsworth 
to 
make 
the 
last 
charge. Farnsworth spoke 
with 
emotion: “General, do you mean 
it? Shall I throw my handful of 


5:30 p. rn , or when Pickett’s charge 
had be> I repulsed, it should be re­ 
membered that after the battle of 
the second day, the brigades of Law 
and Robertson of Hood's division 
withdrew to the west foot of Big 
Round Top. 
A line of skirmishers 
was advanced along the west and 
southwest. 
These were met and 
driven back to the main line when 
Farnsworth’s brigade reached 
the 
field at about noon of the third 
day, from the bivouac at Two Tav­ 
erns after the Hunterstown fight 
on the evening of the second day. 
After th° skirmishers were driven 
back to inc main Confederate line 
there was a short lull 
before the 
final charge was made during which 
Farnsworth was killed. 
(’onfederate Lines Described 
It should 
also 
be remembered 
that when 
this was on. 
M erritt’s 
brigade was engaged with the Con­ 
federate infantry; 
the ninth and 
eleventh Georgia regiments of An­ 
derson’s brigade, 
Hood’s 
division 
were detached by General Law to 
I meet M erritt’a cavalry advance on 
j the Emmitsburg road. 
The sixth 
United M ates cavalry regiment, In 
command of Major S. H. Starr, was 
detached 
from 
M rrrltt’s’ 
brigade 
and sent to Fairfield, near which 
place it met the Confederate cav­ 
alry brigades of Jones and Robert- 
‘son. 
When 
Farnsworth ordered 
the 
, charge to be made he was standing 
I near 
the 
position of the Wells 
I monument, and In looking north 
j from this point a good view is af- 
i forded to the Bushman and Slyder 
I places, both of which were reached 
in the advance. 
The Confederate lines, between 
which the charge was made, were as 
follows- 
Tc the right east c l Plum 
Run the brigades of Law and Rob- 
lertson, the 
latter extending 
the 
! line towards Devil’s den. 
To the 
j left on what is now a part of West 
j Confederate avenue from right to 
I left were the Confederate batteries 
of Reilly, Bachman and Latham. 
Between these and some distance 
in front of where the charge ad­ 
vanced, the first Texas regiment of 
Robertron’c brigade was deployed 
and w'as scattered by an attack of 
the first West Virginia cavalry of 
; Farnsworth’s brigade.. 
Dies Near Slyder Place 
When the 1st Vermont advanced 
General 
Farnsworth 
and 
Major 
Wells rode at the head of the col­ 
umn and crossed the lane west of 
j the Slyder place and moved in the 
direction of Devil’s den; then turn- 
>ed to the right across Plum run 
into the woods; then south along 
i the line of Law s brigade near the 
field of the 81yder place, the site 
of the 1st Vermont regimental mon­ 
ument. When the turn to the right 
was made after crossing the Slyder 
lane Farnsworth’s horse was killed, 
a trooper dismounted, gave Farns­ 
worth his horse and escaped on 
foot. Farnsworth was killed near 
the site of the 1st Vermont monu­ 
ment. He was buried near where 
he fell, his remains were disinterred 
by his uncle. Col. John F. Farns­ 
worth. and taken to Rotten, Illi­ 
nois, where he was buried. It is 
believed he was killed by the fire 
from the 15th Alabama regiment. 
Col. Oates, the commander of the 
regiment, cut the star from Farns­ 
worth’s coat, and kept it for some 
time, hoping to return it to his fam ­ 
ily, but it was accidentally lost. 
When tire charge was on the dif­ 
ferent battailous of the regiment 


An Incident 
/K A P T A IN

who 
commanded 
the 
9th 
Georgia infantry at the time of the 
charge, and who was present at the 
dedication of the Wells’ monument 
on July 3. 1913, delivered an address 
during which he said: 
“Across the field from which 
Farnsworth’s command 
charged 
was a rock wall sloping up and 
down the hill. After the first 
crisis was over I moved my regi­ 
ment forward and occupied the 
rock wall as a breastwork. Our 
litter-bearers came forward and 
lay down with us behind the wall. 
Just in front was a wounded Fed­ 
eral soldier, about twenty steps 
off. 
He was suffering intensely 
with the heat and thirst, and oc­ 
casionally cried for water. 
We 
wanted to relieve him. Hut it was 
as much as a man’s life was worth 
to show himself above the wall 
before the Federal sharpshooters. 
I called for a handkerchief to use 
as a flag, but there was not one, 
at least not one that was white. 
Then I told Rains, one of the lit­ 
ter-bearers, to raise the stretcher 
above the wall and wave it. 
It 
was not even as white as the 
handkerchiefs, being mostly red 
from what it had gone through 
the evening and day before. 
Hut 
as soon as it appeared a Im vc the 
wall the fire on the other side 
slackened and presently ceased al­ 
together. 
I then told Rains arni 
I pshaw, the other litter-bearer, 
to get up on the wall and wave 
the stretcher before them. They 
did so, and half a dofen Federals 
appeared from the hushes on the 
ether side. 
Not a shot was fired 
by them, nor a shot from either 
side, 
until 
Rains and 
Upshaw 
went forward and brought the 
wounded Vermonter in and laid 
him down in the shade behind the 
wall, where we gave him water 
and what comfort we could. This 


day I rejoice more in that act of 
mercy and kindness than in any 
claim of glory or success in the 
battle.” 
Conclusion 
The charge of the Light Brigade 
at Balaklava dicing the Crimean 
war has been made a familiar story 
in every land by Tennyson’s poem. 
Its great loss has been so t often 
cited that the whole world has 
heard of the gallant Six Hundred 
and their ride into the Valley of 
Death. What was the loss? By an 
order that was a blunder, they took 
673 officers and 
men into that 
charge; they lost 113 killed and 134 
wounded; total 247, or 36.7 per cent 
from the report of Kinglake. This 
loss has been exceeded many times 
in battles of the Civil war. 
The 
whole 
number 
in 
Farnsworth’s 
charge was about three hundred. 
There were 77 casualties, 12 of 
which belonged to the 1st West Vir­ 
ginia regiment. They brought in a 
number of prisoners; 
they rode 
within the Confederate lines nearly 
two miles over rugged ground that 
was easily defended and had been 
crossed by the Confederates during 
Longstreet’s assault on Meade’s left 
on the afternoon of the second day. 
With musketry 
to the right of 
them; with musketry in front of 
them, and cannon to the left of 
them; they rode “into the jaws of 
death.” 


Killed As Auto

The car swerved off the highway 
j at Wyalusing Rocks, one of the 
most picturesque and the highest 
point on the trail, and crashed 
j through a guard rail. Buss’ body 


I was found in a clump of trees, about 
fifty feet above his car, which had 
snapped off an oak tree and rolled 
to a stop. 
A 
10-year-old boy living in a 
tourist cabin nearby described the 
plunge. 
He was the only witness. 
Buss, 
identified 
with 
Luzerne 
county politics for many years, had 
served one term as sheriff and re­ 
cently opened a tailoring business 
in Pittston. 
He is survived by a son, Carl, and 
a daughter, Mrs. Guy Evens.
